D uring the last three years there 
has been an increasing interest on the 
part of farm ers in a fall and w inter 
clean-up to destroy insects. 
This in­ 
terest is stim ulated m ainly by tile 
damage resulting from tile l>oll weevil. 
But certain insects, some in occasional 
years doing even greater damage than 
the weevil itself, are hest controlled 
by the same fall and w inter measures. 
Principal among these are the bol! 
worm, web worm and cut worm. 
The last two years strenuous efforts 
wert1 put forth by the fanners, and 
specially iii sections of the coast area, 
to effect a hundred per cent clean-up 
during fall and winter. 
Each of these 
seasons excessive rains in fall and 
winter prevented attainm ent of their 
goal, but even under these circum­ 
stances, the results have been so oat- 
standing. as indicated by the relatively 
small num ber of weevils tin* following 
season th a t the fanners of the coastal 
area of Texas are now generally con­ 
vinced of the value of a fall clean-up. 
The reasons why such operations are 
effective in controlling the boll weevil 
are briefly set forth in tw enty state­ 
ments found below.

The, world war veterans’ act of 1924, 
better known as the Reed-Johnson law, 
which was passed last spring, conferred 
special 
benefits on sufferers 
from 
tuberculosis, mental diseases, paralysis 
agitans or shaking palsy, encephalitis 
lethargic^ or sleeping sickness and 
amoebic dysentery. 
i*t extended the 
presumption of automatic service con­ 
nection in such cases from three years 
after discharge to January 1st, 1925, 
thus making eligible for hospitalization 
and compensation fifty thousand vet­ 
erans who hitherto had been denied 
these benefits. 
Under the old law, 
unless a veteran could show by medical 
examination that he had one of these 
ailments within three years after his 
discharge, it was not to be presumed 
the ailment was due to his military 
service. This made the man ineligible 
to hospitalization or to compensation. 
But now all the veteran has to do to 
get hospitalization and compensation is 
to show that he had one of the diseases 
prior to January 1st next. 
If he does 
then it is taken for granted that the 
disease was caused by his service. 
Veterans who believe they are suffer­ 
ing from any of the afflications named 
above should file their claim without 
delay. 
Any office of the veterans 
bureau will furnish blanks on applica­ 


te them. 
This means combing a pop­ 
ulation of 110,000,000. In this combing 
the veterans bureau naturally looks to 
the legion for help. 
It is right that it should. 
Legion 
posts are everywhere. They can reach 
out, find the needy veterans and bring 
them in contact with the agencies of 
relief. The legion does this continually. 
It has helped hundreds of thousands 
of helpless veterans who would have 
received help in no other way. 
Here is another chance to serve. 
Lives are at stake. 
The chance must 
be seized quickly. 
Posts can spread 
this information particularly thru their 


local newspapers. 
The disabled situa­ 
tion is clearing up, thanks largely *<*> 
the labors of posts in the past. 
And 
emergency calls like this one should be 
fewer in the future.—American Legio 
Weekly.

HEAR DAIRY REPORTS 


As- a part of the campaign which the 
Sherman chamber of commerce recent­ 
ly launched for the development of a 
milk shipping business out of Sherman. 
a meeting of a large number of farmers 
was held at the chamber of commerce 
Saturday afternoon at which time Sec­ 
retary Lee Simmons and County Agent 
C. C. Morris presented some facts re­ 
garding the milk shipping industry 
Decatur, 
Wise 
county, 
which 
thee 
learned on a recent visit. 
So enthusiastic has Mr. Simmons 
become over the idea of making this 
section of the county a center for the 
production of milk and milk products 
that, in addition to revealing the facts 
which were learned on this trip, he 
announced that the chamber of com­ 
merce will sponsor a trip the latter 
part of next week by Grayson county 
farmers who desire to go to Decatur 
and investigate the production of milk 
for shipping as carried on there. Auto­ 
mobiles will be provided and the trip 
xviii start probably Friday shortly after 
noon, returning Saturday. 
A repre­ 
sentative group of farmers who are 
interested in the possibility of produc­ 
ing milk for market were asked to 
make the trip. 
In discussing the success that has 
been achieved by farmers near Decatur 
in producing market milk Mr. Simmons 
presented some figures on the industry 
which he learned on his recent trip. 
He told of one milk station in Decatur 
paying out $61,446 to farmers for milk 
from September 1st ,1022, to Septem­ 
ber 1st ,1020, and then increasing the 
business to $04,050 in the year’s period 
between September 1st, 1023, to Sep­ 
tember 1st ,1924. 
The same company 
paid out something more than $150,000 
thru-out Wise county for whole milk 
during the last year. 
Three cream stations paid for butter 
fat in 1923 the following amounts: 
$5,681, $13,131 and $7,332, while one 
large creamery with headquarters in 
Dallas paid out $26,287 to farmers of 
that county for butter fat. 
Most of the farmers, said Mr. Sim­ 
mons, milk from ten to twenty cows, 
while some of the others milk from 
seventy to eighty. 
In addition to their 
dairying business, practically all have 
flocks of one hundred of more chickens. 
They are satisfied and contended and 
expect to-continue in the milk produc­ 
tion buisness. said Mr. Simmons. 
The industry a b o u t Decatur had its 
real start four years ago when farmers 
of that sect' ai found it necessary to 
turn to something different after ex 
peri. to mu the stress of war deflation 
period. They first lx>gau shipping milk 
to W i e h i t n Falls, h u t tin* business has 
been diverted to Dallas. The milk and 
cream is scut each morning in two 
large -i\ wheel truck- sent oui from 
Da Un s.

The first clause sets forth 
the need of terracing and restoration 
of land and the rem ainder of the* 
clause recapitulates w hat needs to be 
done to make farm life prosperous and

FERTILIZER IS PAYING 
FOR COTTON GROWER 


Having for the second 
successful 
year put commercial fertililer to the 
test in cotton growing, Jess Parrish, 
a well known fanner living on a sandy 
land farm a few miles northw est of 
Decatur, is firmly convinced th at it 
pays to use the m aterial in raising 
cotton on the average sandy land farm. 
Mr. Parrish relates the following 
as reflecting, in substance, 
his ex­ 
perience this year: 
I bought from Billard & Company 
a t D ecatur a ton a complete fertlizer. 
paying forty-eight dollars. 
This was 
applied from a common seed box in 
which the fertilizer was mixed directly 
and distributed with the seed a t the 
rate of one hundred and fifty pounds 
per acre as nearly as practicable. 
“A peculiarity was noted in results 
The land planted to cotton lay in a 
slope and every other row received a 
proportionately larger quantity of fer­ 
tilizer than its neighbor for the reason 
of the greater draft on the plow* on 
the return trip up hill. 
As a conse­ 
quence. the cotton growing in these 
extra heavily fertilized rows showed 
up at picking time to be yielding mort* 
than the neighboring rows th at re­ 
ceived lesser amounts.”

PENSION FUND RAISEOl 
IFOR EX-CONFEDERATES 


Austin. — The “confederate pension 
amendment" will increase state collec­ 
tions for the pension fund by $989,000 
on present valuations when the two 
cent raise in ad valorem taxes is ra ti­ 
fied by the legislature, the com ptroler’s 
office announced Tuesday. 
An approxim ate increase of thirteen 
dollars per year. or fifty-two per cent, 
will be registered on the new pensions. 
However, this will not he available 
until about 1920. as the legislature will 
have to ratify the amendment.
